Lot. 

FYI - Parking Enforcement was there at the corner and they were there again when I came home around 
3pm. Day 1 for Parking Enforcement - great job being there.

Morning - People coming down La Cuesta looking for parking - turning around in our driveways. 

No Parking Enforcement - 9:30 when I left or 10:15 when I returned. 

Cars parked illegally on Mulholland in the 7300 block behind our houses and in front of the legal parking on 
Mulholland on the north side of the street. 

In general - a lot more traffic noise today on Mulholland. 

So - I noticed we have some new signs up in the area. BUT - the one(s) I wanted up prior to opening - 
Permitted Parking Only Beyond This Point xxam - xxpm are nowhere in sight. I know you thought there 
wasn’t enough time to get something permanent up by The Park opening but I thought they were going to 
put up something temporary. What happened? 

It looks like there is the intent to put in the Uber / Lyft pick-up drop-off we discussed. The area has been 
widened and it’s now “no parking” but there’s nothing identifying what it is. 

The 2 areas on Mulholland in need of additional dirt being added beside the street (north side of 
Mulholland) have not had anything done to them. The legit parking by the Parking Lot is obviously the 
most important as it is a prime parking spot for people coming to Runyon - and too many people parking 
are damaging their cars. The other one is down by the Hollywood Bowl Overlook and is not legit parking - 
but is useful for anyone having to pull over for some reason. I’m figuring if you’re fixing one and have 
equipment up here, you might as well fix the other. 

A new item that needs to be on the table for discussion is the permanent closure to the Fire Trail aka 
Bunny Trail aka Sunset Trail due to “fire hazard”. 

I realize this was done to help protect Rachael and Chips house from the crazy home invasion problems 
they have had. All of us who know them realize that this is a very real problem for them - BUT - what had 
been discussed was a fence with a gate at their property line that would allow people to use the trail during 
the hours that the park was open and it would be closed at night so that their house was more secure. The 
easement across their property would remain so that those of us who use the trail daily would be able to 
continue using it. What happened to this solution? 

This trail is safer for our dogs, especially our small dogs, who can get walked in a less traveled, less 
congested area. It’s where people with older dogs walk them. FYI - Some of my neighbors with older dogs 
even park at my house, walk their dogs through there, come back, get their car and drive home. It’s good 
for them. It’s good for their dogs. It is a way for neighbors from my side to connect with neighbors living 
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over on Astral and Solar. So by removing access to all of us, it’s eliminated a flat place, a safer less 
congested place, for us to walk and walk our dogs. It’s eliminated a place where we meet friends on other 
streets but within walking distance. It’s a place that is used by many on a daily basis. 

It’s also eliminated a hike that many of us did on a daily basis.

My dog loves this hike and meeting his doggie friends - so 
this has now taken away something he loves, and without the trail, he may never see some of those friends 
again. So I’ll ask the question again - what are we to do now??? 

I think someone in The City made a decision, without understand who or how this section of The Park is 
used. Just another example of people making decisions without all the facts. 

In fighting the closure - everyone on The City side should realize that: 

1 - If the fire trail is a fire hazard - then The Park is a fire hazard and needs to be closed. 

2 - It seems that The City has deviated from it’s one size fits all theory of trying to fix things AND given 
preferential treatment to 1 household. Preferential treatment - something The City said it won’t do and 
hasn't done in many instances (like signage to prevent people using WAZE from driving thru residential 
neighborhoods) 

3 - It’s eliminated a Park hike that many of us did on a daily basis. The Fire Trail to Astral, Astral to Solar, 
through The Park gate at the mansion, taking the trail that leads to Randall’s house, up Runyon Canyon Rd 
to the Main Gate. This is a great hike that works for a lot of people. It's 35 minutes, not a hard hike, but 
you’re getting your exercise in. So what are we to do now??? 

4 - I just got a text from a neighbor off of Astral asking me and Conner to meet her. She’s furious over the 
trail being closed. She reminded me of something very important about the trail. It’s an escape route for 
the people on Solar, Astral, and the streets off of Astral in case of fire or other emergency. 

Example - Ali Larder was escorted by LAFD(?) When Astral was closed by floods and the hillside fell 
down - and her baby was about to be born. 

What I can clue you into is that in just the few days since the sign has gone up, this has been a major 
discussion point among the neighbors - and is bound to be a problem similar to the Basketball Court with 
people fighting for “what is right”. And - now that I just received the text from a neighbor and have been 
reminded that it’s also an escape route for the neighbors up here, I can tell you word will spread even 
faster, and I think The City needs to rethink this and get in front of it. What’s right and a security issue - 
it’s a no win for The City. 

Another big ticket item under discussion is - we as a neighborhood are refusing to go back to the situation 
of noice, traffic, crime, trash and graffiti that we had prior to The Park closure. We all would have hoped 
that The City would have come up with and installed solutions prior to The Park opening up. We were all 
stressed out prior to the opening yesterday. It turned out to be better than we expected, (yeah!) We all 
have the same feeling about this weekend. Let’s hope it turns out the same way. If not - you’re going to 
start getting a lot of complaints from people. 

Let’s have a quick conversation. Let’s make sure all the issues are on the table and find our common 
ground. The City has taken just a few baby steps - but honestly we expected more over a 4 month time 
span. We really need to that know that The City understands our concerns and is willing to take more 
steps to fix this and are in the works. Let’s just work this out - without a fight.

- The new "no parking" signs were installed not specifically for an Uber dropoff spot, although this is a location that has the potential to be a drop off point. For this 
opening weekend, we've worked with Uber on designating a location on the south side of the park (at Hillside and Fuller), and in the future will work on that drop off 
point at the top, we’re just not there yet. 

- Regarding the closure of the other trail: it's my understanding that it was closed because of fire danger, but I will bring up your (and other neighbors who I've heard 
from) concerns about this with Rec & Parks and LAFD and find out more information.

FYI - 1 think maybe when I 
first asked and we talked about it - 1 wasn't thinking about having a time associated with it. But - since people can legitimately park here in off hours, it 
only makes sense. 

The way it is now it puts traffic in our area that just doesn't need to be there. It has people turning around in our driveways - lot of people turning around 
in our driveways. It frustrates the people looking for parking as they can’t find any. It just doesn't work for residents and park users. 

And yes - it’s Saturday, so there are lots of people turning around in our driveways this AM. 

Let me know what I can do to help. If we need an email campaign - 1 already have tons of people they are supportative of the signs. It would seems with 
WAZE putting so much traffic up here that we didn't use to have, that when DOT has a chance to reduce totally unnecessary traffic they would take the 
opportunity to do so.

What I can clue you into is that in just the few days since the sign has gone up, this has been a 
major discussion point among the neighbors - and is bound to be a problem similar to the 
Basketball Court with people fighting for "what is right”. And - now that I just received the text from 
a neighbor and have been reminded that it’s also an escape route for the neighbors up here, I can 
tell you word will spread even faster, and I think The City needs to rethink this and get in front of it. 
What’s right and a security issue - it’s a no win for The City. 






Another big ticket item under discussion is - we as a neighborhood are refusing to go back to the 
situation of noice, traffic, crime, trash and graffiti that we had prior to The Park closure. We all 
would have hoped that The City would have come up with and installed solutions prior to The Park 
opening up. We were all stressed out prior to the opening yesterday. It turned out to be better 
than we expected, (yeah!) We all have the same feeling about this weekend. Let’s hope it turns 
out the same way. If not - you’re going to start getting a lot of complaints from people. 

Let’s have a quick conversation. Let’s make sure all the issues are on the table and find our 
common ground. The City has taken just a few baby steps - but honestly we expected more over 
a 4 month time span. We really need to that know that The City understands our concerns and is 
willing to take more steps to fix this and are in the works. Let’s just work this out - without a fight. 

We’re all trusting you and The City to make this thing work - if not hmmmm
